Though his ministerial and executive 
powers are abridged and hedged in by 
various restrictions, he may, if so dis- 
posed, accomplish a great deal toward 
settling the Indian question. His 
ministerial powers may be so exercised 
as to give a very decided individuality 
to their administration, and it may be 
expected that Secretary Teller will be 
influenced by extreme Western ideas 
in all the dealings of his depeitment 
with the Red Man. 


The City Council of Chicago, in de- 
spair over the intolerable condition of 
its streets, has introduced a bill to 
revive the old-fashioned country road- 
making system. It provides that every 
able-bodied male inhabitant between 
the ages of 21 and 50 years shall give 
two days laber on the streets in the 
ward in which he lives, or in lieu 
thereof pay $1.50 a day.

EASTERN. 
The Chinese Billi in the Scaate. 
Wasuineron, April 25. 
Iu the Senate this afternoon, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Miller, the House bill to 
execute certain treaty stipulations rel- 
ative to the Chinese, was taken up, 
and the Senate Committee's amend- 
ments up to Sections 14 and 15 were 
agreed to as read, : 

Upon the point ot one of the 
amendments Mr. Ingalls remarked that 
his understanding was that under the 
bill all Chinese laborers who are in the 


United States up to sixty days after 
is passage are permitted to remain. 
This was asseated to by Mr. Miller as 
correct. 

Call criticised some of the phraseol- 
ogy of the bill, and particularly the 
phrase “aiding or abetting,” as ap- 
plied to persons assisting in the land- 
ing of an excluded Chinese laborer. 
He thought the language obscure and 
objectionable. 

Hawley said the same criticism 
would apply to the whole bill. It was 
made the duty of the President for in- 
stance, under certain conditious, to 
catch a yellow boy and deport him. 
‘*What is the use of arguing the ques- 
tion at all,” he continued, “if we have 
made up our minds, in the middle of 
the nineteenth century, to put this on 
our statute books. Let us do it in si- 
lence and in mourning. 

Upon reaching the committee 
amendment striking out the fourteenth 
section, which prohibited any State or 
United States Courts from admitting 
the Chinese to citizenship, Mr. Farley 
said that section slould be retained. 
He said the committee had assumed 
that it was not necessary, but he knew 
that notwithstanding the prohibition 
of the statute on the subject, the Courts 
had naturalized the Chinese. He 
wanted now a specific enactment on 
the point. 

The amendment of the committee to 
strike out was then rejected and the 
section retained—yeas, 26; nays, 32. 

The committee’s amendment atrik- 
ing out the fifteenth section, which de- 
fines the words ‘‘Chinese laborers” 
wherever used in the Act, to mean both 
skilled and unskilled laborers and 
Chinese employed in mining, was 
carried by 29 yeas to 28 nays. The 
vote was a party one, except that Mil- 
ler, of California; Jones, of Nevada, 
and Cameron, of Wisconsin, voted no 
with the Democrats. Davis, of Illinois, 
voted aye with the Republicans. 


HOAR CONSIDERABLY OUT OF PLUMB. 


Hoar said that though he believed 
the bill was destined to pass, he 
wanted to put on record his convic- 
tion that a large body of the intelli- 
gent people of the country, of the or- 
gans of the great religious denomina- 
tions, and of the representatives of 
communities which owed their pros- 
perity, power and happiness to the 
dignity they had given to labor—on 
which they were based—would sooner 
or later prevail. He believed the 
Pacific Coast itself would come back 
very soon to- the position which the 
Republican party in California had 
taken years ago in deprecating ex- 
treme legislation of the character now 
pending. He declared that this leyis- 
lation which inflicts a blow at men be- 
cause of the color of their skin, 
would be a cause for deep repentance 
to the American people. But he rose 
not to argue the question, but to re- 
buke the charge that the Republican 
members who had resisted the meas- 
ure had violated their party pledges 
to the people. He denied this and 
read the declarations of —_e in 
the last Republican platform to sus- 
tain his denial. He declared that 
General Garfield would have put his 
right hand in the flames, like Cramner, 
betore he would have subscribed his 
name toa declaration involving such 
a blow at the dignity of American 
labor and humanity as was involved. 
The passage of the bill would be a vi- 
olation of American policy and de- 
parture from Republican doctrine. 

THE DEBATE ro Dax. 
| Wasuincton, April 26. 

The debate on the Chinese bill was 
continued by Slater of Oregon, who 
sharply criticised Hoar’s speech, and 
contrasted the records of the Republi- 
can aad Democratic parties on the 
Chinese question to the adyantage of 
the latter.

The large panel in front will 
bear the inscription, the one on the 
right a scene in the House, that on the 
left a battle scene and the rear one a 
picture of Garfield leaving home as a 
1 Over the first panel will be the 
word “ President,” over the scene in 
the House the word “ Statesman,” over 
the back picture Ohio,” and over the 
battle scene “General.” One of the

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HUMBOLDT LAKE. 


The Water Encroaching on Ranches on 
ite Borders. 


The Winnemucca Silver State says. 
Humboldt Lake, or Sink, as it is fre- 
quently called, is higher than it has 
been for some time. The lake is about 
twenty miles long by about twelve to 
sixteen miles wide. Its size has been 


increased by a dam at the foot of the 
lake where there is an outlet for the 
waters to the alkali deserts which ex- 
tend to the Sink of Carson river: It 
is estimated that the back water caused 
by the dam overflows 20,000 acres of 
land. The general government, the 
State and the railroad company, all of 
whom are interested in the matter, 
ought to buy out the right of the mill 
company, take away the dam and re- 
claim the land. Considerable of the 
land now overflowed is cultivated in 
ordinary seasons, but this year they 
have to abandon it. H. C. Emmens 
expecte] to put in about 200 acres of 
grain, but he finds that the water is 
raising so rapidly that much of his 
land is submerged.
